Out in Dorris Heights, not far 
from town, Kenneth Howell bought 
l l 
acres 
between 
the 
Dorris 
Heights road and the LeRoy Bar­ 
ham place and has subdivided the 
ground, purchased from Fred Wil­ 
moth, into 16 lots, each lot around 
HO by 225 feet. 
The plan is to 
build better type homes and to 
sell them when built. 
Plans right now are to build 
three of these houses, probably by 
next spring, and the first house 
will be completed in about three 
weeks, according to Louie Dalton, 
who is in charge of the project 
for Howell. 
Howell, who lives in a beautiful 
home west of the city, plans event­ 
ually to put in a road running east 
and west through the acreage so 
that there can be three row! of 
houses, one row facing the Dorris 
Heights road and others facing this 
new road. 
All this will take time.

House No. I is a brick ranch 
house with three bedrooms and 
with garage attached. A tour thru 
it revealed a beautiful home of con­ 
venience. 
Mr. Dalton said he plans to start 
next week on the foundation of 
House No. 2, which will face the 
road west of the brick structure. 
It will be of masonry and wood. 
House No. 3 will face the road to 
the east of the brick house and 
plans are to construct it of Bed­ 
ford stone.

Mr. Dalton, who has built a num­ 
ber of houses in Dorris Heights 
and in town, said there still is 
some grading and other work to 
be done on the area besides the 
building of houses. 
The first house is situated well 
back from the road, with plenty 
of front yard for landscaping. Ap­ 
parently the others will be set 
back about the same distance.

CHICAGO (U.R) — A family was 
wiped out Friday because the fa­ 
ther apparently was unable to keep 
up payments on his new car. 
The bodies of Jack D. Adams, 22, 
his wife, Patricia, 21, and their 
3-year-old son, Richard, were found 
dead of bullet wounds in their Chi­ 
cago apartm ent Friday. 
Adams’ sister, Mrs. Jean Bowlin, 
who discovered the dead family, 
said her brother had been worry­ 
ing about how to meet the $89 per 
month payments on his new car. 
Authorities said Adams appar­ 
ently shot his wife and son while 
they were sleeping, and then fired 
one bullet into his own temple.

SPRINGFIELD, IIL (TP) — Ed­ 
ward A. Epping, the last member 
of the Orville E. Hodge embezzle­ 
ment team readied for his four-to- 
five year state prison sentence to­ 
day, 
and

scandal appeared gone but not for­ 
gotten. 
The shadow of the Illinois treas­ 
ury theft still loomed over the 
state’s 
politics, 
and the 
Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee 
continued to call a steady stream 
of bankers before them in their in­ 
vestigation of Illinois banking and 
campaign practices. 
Epping was sentenced to a state 
penitentiary 
Friday 
after 
he 
changed his innocent plea to guilty 
of conspiring to defraud the state 
of $637,000. 
Thirty-eight yester­ 
day, he was near tears when he 
heard his sentence read. 
Epping has insisted to the end 
that he was nothing more than ex­ 
auditor Hodge’s “glorified messen­ 
ger boy.” 
He said he never got 
any of the stolen money for him­ 
self. He refused to plead guilty to 
confidence 
game 
and embezzle­ 
m ent charges and was sentenced 
only for conspiracy. 
Hodge is in the Menard State 
Prison already, suffering from ul­ 
cers and contemplating 12 to 15 
years behind bars. Epping will join 
him there Monday, officials said.

Edward A. Hintz, 
form er Chicago banker, is doing a 
three-year stretch 
at the Joliet 
State Prison.

History of Muddy Discussed at Meeting 
Of Saline County Historical Society

The Saline County Historical so­ 
ciety held its September meeting 
Tuesday at Muddy where an en­ 
joyable potluck supper and pro­ 
gram were the features of the eve­ 
ning. 
Fifty-five were present. 
The president, Louis Aaron, an­ 
nounced that 
Evangelist Bernie 
Smith, a form er announcer at ra ­ 
dio station WEBQ, had recently 
given the society a number of val­ 
uable papers, pictures and letters. 
One letter, dated 1886, was written 
by Gen. Jam es G rant Wilson who 
later became a famous correspond­ 
ent. 
One of his relatives ran the 
first ferry at Shawneetown. A box 
of sulphur matches, which were 
invented in 1827, was also a gift 
of Rev. Smith as were a colonial 
letter dated 1776 one w ritten by 
Judge Trumbull in 1816, one by 
Albert Gallatin, for whom Gallatin 
county was named, dated 1848, and 
a paper published in 1778.

Aaron stated that a certificate ic 


being given Rev. Smith by the so­ 
ciety and that he has been made 
an honorary member of the group 
in appreciation of his generosity. 
First County Clerk 
In discussing Muddy somf of the 
older residents named were George 
Moore, Ewing and George Burnett, 
the Bonds, Vaughans, and Shep­ 
herds. Ewing Burnett was Saline’s 
first county clerk and his home is 
still in Muddy. The Shepherds ran 
a sawmill on the creek south of 
the present school and a brick kiln 
was also operated by Edward Shep­ 
herd. 
The first school was established 
about 1880 or 1885. 
There have 
been three different school build­ 
ings, the last two at the present 
site.

Gov't to Buy Surplus 
Turkey, Hamburger 
Beef This Fall 


WASHINGTON 
The Agri­ 
culture Department today announc­ 
ed it will buy surplus turkeys and 
hamburger beef to bolster market 
prices this fall. 
The department also said it will 
buy eggs in the open market if 
this seems necessary to stabilize 
prices. 
It said it will buy about SO mil­ 
lion pound! of boneless hamburger 
beef to help cattle producers, es­ 
pecially those marketing cattle fat­ 
tened on grata. 
Officials said no limit for the 
turkey purchase program had been 
announced yet. 
They pointed out 
that the 1956 turkey crop is a rec­ 
ord high, estimated at about 16 
per cent above the 1955 crop. 
The turkey, hamburger, and eggs

Of course, if the 
grower has sprayed the fruit with 
a growth regulator to make the 
fruit stick longer, he cannot use 
the dropping 
or ease-of-picking 
sign to tell when the fruit is ma­ 
ture. 
A pressure tester may be used 
to measure the decreasing firmness 
of the flesh as the fruit matures. 
This instrument ha* value in de­ 
termining when fruit is in good 
condition for storage. 
Some persons consider seed color 
in determining when apples are 
mature, but Mowry Bays this is 
not a very reliable characteristic 
because the seed color differs con­ 
siderably from season to season 
and also from variety to variety. 
Look to the ground color of Hie 
fruit for the real test of apple ma­ 
turity, he says. 
When change is 
from green to a greenish-yellow 
the apple is mature. 
A couple of 
problems come up here, too. 
For 
example, such varieties as Mein 
tosh, Jonathan and Cortland may 
begin dropping rather heavUy be­ 
fore they attain this color change, 
while some of the red sports may 
become so completely red before 
they are mature that the ground 
color is obscured. However, pleas­ 
ing color is highly important for 
the sale of apples in the retail 
markets and the experienced orch 
ardisia usually strive to meet this 
demand.
